They're living in luxury. 

One club that does have apprentice professionals is my own, Adel- 
aide City. Last year the apprentices were Villani, Signore and 
Magliaccio. They cleaned the other players’ boots satisfac- 
torily, but when the job was first given to them they thought it 
was a joke! They couldn't believe it. 

Neither did they take it seriously at first when they were told to 
stand up when Dixie Deans came into the dressing room. 

Fashanu earned a place in the Norwich senior team when he was 
17. His brother, John, who just has turned 17, is in calculation 
for the senior team at the moment. 

In England and elsewhere in Europe and South America, that is 
the age when you are expected to be good enough for senior 
soccer, if you hope to be a top-class player. 

Over here, they still refer to fellows like Mark Jankovics. and 
Peter Sharne as “youngsters,” yet both are about 24 years old! 

If you're in the first team, you're no longer a youngster in soccer 
terms, for you are expected to perform as well as your team 
mates, no matter how old they are.

They were nothing short of amazed about the stories of his ap- 
prenticeship days.

It was remarkable for many 
reasons. 

Not only did it mean that all 
West's Il PSL points now have 
been acquired at HIndmarsh 
Stadium, but it was the first 
time this year West has kept 
the opposition scoreless for 
two successive matches. More 
important, it was the first 
time West has won two 
matches in succession. 

All these points augur well 
for West as it prepares to fly to 
Newcastle on Friday. 

Indications are that it will 
win its first away points of the 
season. 

Heidelberg came to Adel- 
aide with the knowledge that it 
had never beaten West at Hin- 
dmarsh and that it was tripped 
up 1-0 by Adelaide City five 
weeks earlier. 

The signs were not good for 
Heidelberg in the opening 
minutes on a cold, wet Adel- 
aide afternoon. 

West looked far more enter- 
prising and sprayed the ball 
with such confidence that even 
at this early stage a shock win 
looked likely. 

Its stocks rose significantly 
when Graham Honeyman 
pounced on a loose ball with 
Jim Tansey stuck to his back 
and from a good positions 
lammed it high into the side 
netting. 

The grandstand erupted, 
thinking it was a goal - that’s 
how close it was. 

West didn’t slacken off and 
still had the edge over Heidel- 
berg, but there was always the 
feeling that if Gary Cole was 
given even a semblance of a 
chance the match would 
change drastically. 

This almost happened in the 
17th minute when Zoran Ma- 
ricic fumbled and Cole 
pounced on it like a striking 
cobra. 

But the tall, bustling striker 
who had scored 49 PSL goals 
(59 in all PSL‘ competition) 
could mot beat goalkeeper 
Martyn Crook who had a mar- 
vellous match, possibly his 
best this season, 

West lost a bit of its edge 
towards the end of thé half as 
Heidelberg mounted several 


promising raids, mainly 
through Jim Tansey’s fine 
overlapping. 


But West maintained its 
dominance in the second half 
although it couldn’t break 
through Heidelberg’s back 
four until Kosmina’s great 
73rd minute raid. 

Manecas started the move 
in the middle of the ground-and 
the former Australian forward 
beat three men in a dazzling 
run which he finished with an 
appalling shot. 

But Kosmina made amends 
only three minutes later when 
he stroked the ball to Manecas 
near the left hand post. 

Manecas controlled the ball 
and calmly shot it past Yakka 
Banovic, the ball touching the 
inside of the near post. 

The goal lifted West and ina 
frenzied period it could have 
increased its lead. 

But eventually Heidelberg 
settled down again and it was 
West's turn to hang on. 

West succeeded but was 
given a scare when Kenny 
Taylor, who had replaced Theo 
Selemidis in the 72nd minute, 
skidded the ball past Crook 
and the far post five minutes 
from the end. 

Heidelberg tried to expose 
West with several high crosses 
into the heart of the defence 
but Crook, despite the wet con- 
ditions, responded superbly 
and didn’t fumble one ball. 

West's win was an ideal way 
to begin the second half of the 
season and, as Sydney City will 
discover in six weeks when it 
visits Adelaide, is a far differ- 
ent team now. 

Much of its strength stems 
from a revitalised midfield in 
which Norris and McGregor 
played the destructive role 
while Carruthers adds the skil- 
ful element. 

But what of Heidelberg? 

Certainly, it will find it in- 
creasingly difficult to stay on 
top but it would take a rash 
commentator to dismiss Hei- 
delberg from the 
championship race on the 
basis of this Hindmarsh Sta- 
dium performance. 

With so many fine players, 
not least of them Tansey and 
Cole who looks like he will 
score every time he runs onto 
a ball, Heidelberg must still be 
the team to beat for the title. 

Heidelberg’s biggest prob- 
lem possibly will by the inter- 
ruption to the league because 
of the internationals against 
Northern Ireland and Chile. 


With so many of its players 
in the Socceroo squad, it prob- 
ably will disrupt the team’s 
concentration

The opportunism of Ren Mil- 
Iman prevented South Mel- 
bourne Hellas from moving 
level with PSL leader Heidel- 
berg United which lost away to 
West Adelaide.

But the star of the match 
was Hellas midfielder Billy 
Rogers who reproduced the 
high work rate and tough tack- 
ling which had marked his 
return to top form in the pre- 
vious game, against Marconi.

Signing for Liverpool was undoubtedly the 


highlight of my career. The feeling was just 
too great to explain properly. 

| was the first 100,000 pounc *eenager and the 
suddenness of it was incredible. 


I first started kicking a ball 
around when I was five years 
old, I guess. 


My father pushed me along 
and kept me playing through- 
out the early years. When I left 
school at 15 I joined Wolves as 
an apprentice. 


When the Liverpool move 
came through I was 17} and 
had only six months behind me 
as a professional and 16 or 17 
games in Wolves’ first team. 


I knew nothing about trans- 
fers until the boss, Ron Allen, 
told me that Liverpool had 
made an offer and Wolves had 
accepted. 


I was literally: bunged in a 
car and driven along the 
motorway. 


The next day I signed with 
Liverpool and found digs 
there. 


It really was that sudden. 


Playing for such a profes- 
sional club is something that 
can never be forgotten and 
Liverpool is one of the greatest 
clubs around. 


The F.A. Cup and playing in 
Europe are probably the high 
points of my career there but 
when I was about 22 or 23 I 
asked for a transfer and went 
to Aston Villa. - 


My last year with Liverpool 
was a bad one for I had only 
about six or seven first team 
games. 


Kevin Keegan came and did 
well in pre-season games and 
when the season started he 
was up front in the first team 
and I was in the reserves. 


I suppose I could have 
stayed if I had been more sen- 
sible but you know how it is 
when you are disgruntled with 
playing in the reserves, so I 
went to the boss, Bill Shankly, 
and asked for a transfer. 


My stay with Villa wasn’t 
very enjoyable and I suppose 
my. two cartilage operations 
didn’t help matters. 


Villa didn't have too much 
success which is bad for a 
team that was so hell-bent on 
getting back to the First Divi- 
sion. 

I played as central striker or 
target man — call it what you 
uke — and I didn’t really do 
well. 


It's funny, you know, how 
people miss out on realising 
what role a player may be 
asked to play. 


It’s the same everywhere 
because spectators are not 
aware of what instructions the 
coach has given you. 


People see you as target 
man and think you don’t move 
around enough, but what is 
that position all about? 


Certainly not racing all over 
the park! 


In the League Cup final 
against Norwich I was substi- 
tuted and in 1975 1 moved to 
Walsall in Third Division. 


Midway through my second 
season there Dave McKay took 
over and everything you read 
about McKay in the papers is 
true. 


-He really is fair and hard 
and we started to have success 
under him and it was enjoy- 
able to play again. 


But McKay went to Saudi 
Arabia, in search of the elu- 
sive dollar I suppose, and when 
my contract came up for re- 
newal Walsall offered me only 
about 10 pounds a game more 
than I was getting, so I asked 
to be put on the transfer list 
yet again, 


Shortly afterwards Hellas 
rang me up and offered me 
good terms, so I thought: why 
not come over here for a 
couple of seasons? 


Third Division football in 
England is a pretty hard-slog- 


_ging affair and the money is 


not great, so I decided to give 
Australia a go. 


I didn't feel I did too badly in 
the first year over here but 
from the team and and club 
point of view everything that 
could go wrong did go wrong. 


Last year was terrible. I 
sometimes wondered if some 
of the lads realised that they 
were playing for a few bob. 


But now we have the spiri 
and the will to win.

Eintracht Frankfurt has a super-star 
of the future in 19-year-old youth Inter- 
national Freddy Schaub- 


It was Schaub who gave Frankfurt the 
UEFA Cup in the second leg of its final 
against Borussia Moenchenbladbach. 


Schaub came on as replacement for Friedel 
Rausch with only 10 minutes to go. 

Picking up a loose ball at the edge of the 
penalty area, he squeezed past two tackles 
before sliding his shot past the reach of goal- 
keeper Kneib.

As promised last week I will 
continue with the article by 
Mr. W. F. Pless. 

Mr Pless believes that 
Primary school soccer tends 
to be over-organised. It is 
being run along ijines similar to 
those of senior soccer. As a 
result adult values and stan- 
dards are being imposed on a 
game for boys. 

For example, in the selec-. 
tion of regional teams, in addi- 
tion to the ordinary school 
teams, boys are being cate- 
gorised at an early age as 
either ‘good’ players or as 
players who are ‘not good eno- 
ugh’. This is an excellent way 
of ELIMINATING boys from 
the game and of reducing par- 
ticipation. 

A more healthy, longe-term 
view is needed, a view where 
participation for enjoymnent’s 
sake, over a considerable 
number of years of one’s life, 
is given prominence. 

There is a proliferation of 
trophies in the primary school 
game, awarded either to indi- 
viduals or to. a team as a 
whole.

letter of the law? It is happen- 
ing, and there are boys miss- 
ing the chance to play. Clearly, 
a change in the rules is needed. 

In the sphere of coaching, 
there is still too much empha- 
sis on the physical aspects of 
soccer rather than on tech- 
niques and ball skills. 


It is pitiful to see young boys 
doing gruelling physical ex- 
ercises while balls are lying 
idle. The primary school years 
are the ones in which boys are 
most adept at learning new 
skills, and the emphasis must 
be on this. Boys love to play 
with a ball and they should be 
given the opportunity to do so. 
During a training session there 
should be a ball for each play- 
er. A poor second best would 
be one ball between two play- 
ers. At least half of each train- 
ing session should be devoted 
to games. The other half 
should be used to the devel- 
opment of techniques and 
skills.

with full-sized goals, ds 
that are also used by adults, to 
pitches that are somewhat re- 
duced in size and which have 
slightly scaled-down goals. It 
is played according to inter- 
national rules. 

These factors combine to 
produce a number of dis- 
advatages as far as eleven- 
a-side soccer for primary 
school boys is concerned. 
There is very little ball contact 
per player and therefore less 
chance to use or to improve 
skills; it is wasteful in terms 
of space, time and manpower; 
it is too sophisticated a con- 
cept for all but the most 
mature boys. 

The most skilled inter- 
national players have posses- 
sion of the ball during the 
course of a 90 minute game for 
an average of about six min- 
utes. 

In this short time they must 
summon all their skills to 
make the best possible use of 
the ball. 

Young players, whose skills 
are much less developed would 
have possession of the ball for 
much shorter times than this 
during a normal 5@ minute 
game.

As I have 
mentioned on several occasions, by 
taking a larger number of matches and 
putting them into a planned entry, you 
will positively increase your possibility 
of winning.
